Emancipation 
_ Of Jap Farmer

TOKYO, Dec. 10.—(BUP)—Em- 
ancipation of the Japanese farmer 
was ordered today in a directive 
issued by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
calling for abolition of the feudal 
system of land ownership which 
long has held rural Japan in econ- 
omic bondage 

The Japanese government was 
directed to accomplish the agri- 
cultural reforms in plans which 
must be submitted to Supreme Al- 
lied headquarters by March 15, 
1946, 

IT WAS UNDERSTOOD that Al- 
lied authorities felt reform pro- 
posals which had been advanced 
so far by the Japanese government 
were inadequate 

The directive requires the follow- 
ing measures for improving the lot 
of the farmer 

1. Transfer 
from absentee 
operators 

2. Provisions for purchase of farm 
lands from non-operating owners 
to equitable rates 

3. PROVISIONS FOR tenan! pur- 
chase of land through annua! pay- 
ments within means of the tenant 
income 

4. Provisions for reasonable pro- 
tection of tenants against reversion 
tenancy status including short 
terms farm credit, reasonable in 
terest rate, safeguards against ex- 
ploitation by processors dis- 
tributors and measures stabilizing 
agricultural and produce prices

(AP)—Rudolf Hess declared 
yesterday that he flew to 


Scotland in 1941 to try to halt 
the fight between two “noble 
races’—England and Ger-;

ish aid in the attack on Rus- 
Sia, aS widely believed. 


HESS ASSERTED he had plan- 
ned the flight for nearly a year be- 
fore the invasion of Russia, and 
even had taken off for England 
several times from June, 1940, on- 
ward, but each time was forced 
back by bad weather. The success- 
ful attempt.came on May 10, 1941 


The former No, 3 Nazi, and self. 
confessed amnesia faker, made the 
statements in written answers to 
questions submitted to him in his 
Nuernberg jail cell 

HE SAID HE HAD expecied to 
be called crazy by Hitler, and pro- 
fessed undying loyalty to the man 
he helped to write “Mein Kampf 

The gaunt Nazi sub-chieftain con- 
sidered the questions for three days 
before answering them. He indi- 
cated that he had no definite plans 
of operation, once he landed in 
England, and carried only a letter 
of introduction to the Duke of Ham- 
ilton from Professor Karl Haus- 
hofer, his spiritual mentor and ex- 
ponent of geopolitics

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Why Not Be Frank? 


No one can misunderstand what Brit- 
ain’s foreign minister meant when he asked 
Russia and the United States to speak out 
and say exactly what territories and bases 
they want, if any, as safeguards to their 
own security. If the language is blunt, it is 
plain, to the point of inviting direct replies 
from Moscow and Washington. 

In language not so blunt, but meaning 
the same thing, Mr. Anthony Eden endors- 
ed and stressed the need of such a show- 
down. 

The appeal thus comes, not from a 
party, but from the parliament of the third 
member of the triple alliance that holds the 
fate of the world in its keeping. It is the 
plainest possible warning to the other two 
that their silence is a major disturbing 
factor in a world filled with turbulence. 

The fact cannot have been unknown, 
either in Moscow or in Washington. Per- 
haps they were waiting for a friendly and 
officia] proposal that they put their cards 
on the table—face a It is to be hoped so. 


Slum Conditions 


Prevention is better than cure. It is 
welcome news that the new Central Mort- 
age and Housing Corporation has among 
its duties that of hearing applications from 
municipal authorities who wish to clear up 
slum areas, and of recommending to the 
Government that grants be made to assist 
these improvement projects. But it will be 
still better if the Corporation has power to 
prevent slums coming into existence. 

A tendency toward slum conditions is 
one of the dangers arising from the lack of 
modern low-rental and modern low-priced 
houses. Where people are packed together 
as they now are in al] large centres that 
danger is present. Not because anybody 
wants slums, but simply because it is in- 
evitable under present circumstances 

In Edmonton sanitary regulations 
have long been suspended, because the only 
way to enforce them is to turn people into 
the street. Premises which should have 
been torn down and replaced are made to 
shelter two or three times the num- 
ber of persons they were built to accom- 
modate. Mo one needs argument to con- 
vince him that where such conditions exist 
the average of community housing is not 
getting better nor remaining static, but is 
getting worse, and producing disgraceful 
slum conditions, 

Only one thing can stop this downward 
trend—a sufficient supply of new, properly 
built, sanitary, houses; houses within the 
reach of people who have low or oniy mod- 
erate incomes, and attractive enough to in- 
spire pride in the occupants and willing- 
ness to take care of them. To bring about 
this urgent supply of houses shou the 
main and immediate duty of the Corpora- 
ton.

International Action 


The League of Nations recently issued 
in winding up its official duties, the second 
part of the report of its delegation on 
Economic Depressions, under the title 
“Economic Stability in the Post-War 
World.” The first part of this report, which 
attracted widespread attention, was issued 
in 1943, and dealt with the question of the 
transition from war to peace economy. In 
this second part the delegation is concern- 
ed with the longer-term problem of secur- 
ing economic stability and the fullest use 
of productive resources once these re- 
sources haye been readapted to peace-time 
requirements. 

The report is divided into two sections 
The first gives a genera! description of the 
nature and mechanism of depressions; the 
second, which ends with a chapter of con- 
clusions, is concerned with policies for 
securing 8 high and stable level of employ- 
ment, 

Throughout the report the delegation 
insists on the international nature of de 
pressions and the need for internatione! 
action to overcome them, Depressions “are 
international phenomena or nationa! phen- 
omena spreading from one country to &n- 
other,” they remark, “and we have had to 
consider the influences of policies adopted 
in one country upon economic activity in 
another, We should have failed wholly in 
our purpose had we put forward proposals 
which might reduce unemployment in one 
area only at the cost of increasing unem- 
ployment elsewhere.”’ 

This is a timely reminder that no nation 
lives unto itself or can 60 live. So timely 
that one might think the delegation fore- 
Ssuaw months ago the conditions which 
would develop toward the end of 1945. 
What the committee says, in reverse, is 
that if the nations forget their interdepen- 
dence and shape policies each on its own 
account and for its own purposes, they will 
be heading straight into another all-em- 
bracing depression.

The attacking planes numbered only 
105, Surprise gave them a victory they 
could not otherwise have had a chance of 
gaining. And for the time it paid huge 
dividends. The Pacific lay open to the Jap- 
anese fleet, and Jap troopships and trans- 
ports poured men and supplies into the 
East Indies, Indo-China, Siam, Burma, 
Malaysia, and the Hong Kong area. 

Tokyo boasted that its war of conquest 
had been almost won by a single blow: 
that what remained was to follow up the 
advantage gained by treachery and make 
itself master of eastern and southern Asia. 
Allied publicists envisioned a Japanese 
drive through India and a linking-up of 
Jap and German forces somewhere in Per- 
sia. The Allies were fighting desperately 
to hold something somewhere. 

How the situation changed is fresh in 
every mind. But it is useful to recall what 
that situation was, and how almost hope- 
less it seemed to be. Useful, because the 
United Nations are now confronting a task 
that is totally different but in its way no 
less formidable. They have to repair the 
havoc which their enemies caused, bring 
order again to their own internal affairs. 
and rebuild friendship and confidence be- 
tween nations. 

If the people of Canada and of the 
other Allied countries look back at what 
they have accomplished since Pearl Harbor 
days, they will find ample reason for con- 
fidence that they can resolve their present 
difficulties and lay sure foundations for a 
future of peace and prosperity. They ac- 
complished that amazing come-back by 
pooling their efforts to reach a common 
objective, by putting the emphasis on do- 
ing and not on getting, by avoiding internal 
dissension and inter-nation bickering. 

The way to win the peace is the way we 
won the war.

Back to the Farm 


Editor, Bulletin: In a recent Bul- 
letin there was a front page table 
indicating a record number of reg- 
istrations at the University of Al- 
berta, up to Oct. 4 “bringing the 
term total to a record number of 
2,593, of which 780 are returned 
service personnel 

The “record” speaks for itself; 
but the figures which furnished a lot 
of “lood for thought” to this reader 
were the following credited to 
“Agriculture”: 80 Civilian and 70 
Rehabilitation students—i.e. a total 
of 150, or slightly under 6 per cent 
of the total registrations 

Considering the basic position of 
“Agriculture” in your great proy- 
ince, this latter is a disappointing 
percentage, Unless we can inject a 
fair level of prosperity into this 
business “down on the farm”’—by 
all odds the greatest and most fun- 
Gamental single industry in the 
Dominion—it is difficult to See by 
whal process we are folng to ine 
duce the most intelligent and alert 
rural Canadians to choose agricul- 
ture as their profession 

In the news columns | observe an 
Oltawa item quoting the agricul- 
ture minister (Hon. J, G Gardiner) 
Ss having given his opinion to the 
House of Commons, as lo why some 
400,000 young men and women will 
no return to the farms, now that 
he war is over 

Offhand, I would say thal, even 
MW the wend toward urbanization is 
accurate enough, in my view the 
above figure is rather high; firstly, 
because, according to my reading 
Of the official estimates along this 
rural-urban movement, I do not be- 
lieve that the total movement ex. 
ceeded 425,000; and secondly, be- 
cause I believe that more than 100,- 
000 have already returned to the 
farms. If they haven't, then there is 
4 rural labor crisis in the making 
vecause One thing is certain, and 
that is, that “the elder folk’ and 
the “very young” are no longer 
able to carry the load, which right 
manfully they did Carry since Bep.

Dieppe Great Sacrifice 
In Stettler War Effort 


By C. J. BANFORD 
STETTLER—The day of the Dieppe raid will always be 


remembered by citizens of Stettler and district as one of the 


darkest in the recent six years of warfare. On Aug. 19, 1942, 
word came through to this community that 23 of its fighting | 
sons were among the missing. 


IN THE ENSUING YEARS, the+ 
heartache grew, until eventually, as 
the tide of battle turned, better 
news arrived, and months later the 
men themselves, war-weary but 
triumphant returned to their 
homes.
